VILLAGE BOARD ADOPTS JUNETEENTH
NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE DAY

At its meeting on July 12, the Chevy Chase Village Board
of Managers voted unanimously (of those in attendance) to
adopt Juneteenth National Independence Day as a desig-
nated holiday for Village employees.

The Village joins federal, state, county and local governments
across the country in adopting Juneteenth in recognition of
both the signing of the Emancipation Proclamation of 1863
and the notification of the last enslaved people in Galveston,
Texas by General Gordon Granger on June 19, 1865, that
they were free, almost two and a half years after President
Lincoln signed the Emancipation Proclamation.

With the adoption of Juneteenth, the Village now recognizes
a total of ten holidays: New Year’s Day, Dr. Martin Luther
King, Jr. Day, Presidents Day, Memorial Day, Juneteenth
National Independence Day (June 19), Independence Day
(July 4), Labor Day, Veterans’ Day, Thanksgiving Day and
Christmas Day.

SELECTING A TREE CARE CONTRACTOR

Summer storm season has
arrived, or perhaps you are
simply undertaking routine
tree care maintenance.
Either way, residents are
reminded that it is state
law that all tree care
professionals practicing

in Maryland must be

a Licensed Tree Expert
(LTE) as regulated by the
Department of Natural

Resources (DNR). Without a license, tree care contractors

may not practice or advertise tree care services in the state.

Chevy Chase Village does not require a permit for routine
pruning of trees to maintain the health of the tree, however,
a Village Tree Removal Permit is required to remove trees
that are at least 24 inches in circumference, measured at four
and one half feet above the ground (or measured just below
the split on multi-trunk trees) - see Chapter 17, the Urban
Forest Code, for the complete regulations available on the
Village website under “Charter, Code & Policies”.

Proper routine pruning can help avoid storm damage. Help
maintain the Village tree canopy by practicing good tree care

and using Licensed Tree Experts.

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RESIDENTS SHOULD WORK WITH LANDSCAPERS TO OPERATE BLOWERS LEGALLY;
BaN oN GAS-POWERED LEAF BLOWERS GOES INTO EFFECT JANUARY I, 2022

A ban on the use of gas-powered leaf blowers will go into effect on January 1, 2022. The
Village Board approved the ban in December 2019 citing the adverse environmental,
human health (principally for the equipment operator) and quality of life impacts resulting
from the use of gas-powered leaf blowers. These impacts were highlighted in a report from
the Village’s Environment & Energy Committee, dated August 15, 2019, which can be
viewed on the committee’s page on the Village website.

A reminder mailing will be sent to all Village households in mid-September. The mailing

will contain information for residents and a card for residents to provide to their contractor
containing the effective date of this ban and current regulations that apply through the end
of the year and beyond.

As a reminder, residents and landscapers are cautioned that all blowers operated within the Village remain subject to Mont-
gomery County’s Noise Ordinance. The county’s Noise Ordinance states that “a person must not...use a leaf blower at any
time that has an average sound level exceeding 70 dBA at a distance of 50 feet.” Additionally, the simultaneous use of multiple
leaf blowers that are compliant with the 70 bDA limit can create noise of a sufficient level to qualify as a violation and/or noise
disturbance.

If a blower seems loud, it may be in violation. Residents are encouraged to report blowers that are suspected to be in violation
to the Village Communications Center to allow staff to follow-up with the contractor and property owner. First time con-
firmed violators will receive a warning and guidance for operating legally.

Residents are responsible for discussing these restrictions with your yard maintenance crews before they begin working
this fall. Now is the time to prepare and begin the transition to electric blowers as you and your landscaper prepare for
the upcoming leaf season.

DRy WELLS & THEIR M AINTENANCE

If you have dry wells (underground receptacles for stormwater runoff) on your property as part of a stcormwater management
system, it’s important to know that these underground retention pits require ongoing maintenance—"“out of sight” should
not be “out of mind”! Debris from gutters (leaf litter and such) can cause clogging of the gravel retention area, and even above
ground, it is important not to block the overflow cap or to build on top of the drywell.

If you notice that the area around your dry well is soggy, or worse, if the overflow cap seems to activate at the least amount of
rain, then it probably means your system is due for a cleaning. Generally, every three to five years the gravel containment area
needs to be flushed out, to eliminate sediment and debris that can hamper performance. This process is often referred to as
“refreshing” the dry well. If this maintenance is neglected, the well will not function and you will experience adverse impacts to
your yard and possibly to your basement.

Check with the company that installed the system, or if it was in place when you purchased your home, many landscape
companies can perform this service. Keeping your dry wells in good condition will go a long way to improving the stormwater
management conditions in your yard. Visit the Chesapeake Bay Foundation’s website at https://www.cbf.org/document-library/
presentation-webinar-materials/ CBF_Dry_Well_011614.pdf for information on dry wells and their maintenance, as well as the
Montgomery County website at https://www.montgomerycountymd.gov/DEP/Resources/Files/PostersPamphlets/dry-wells.pdf
for information on dry wells in general, their sizing and location.

RECENT ARMED ROBBERIES HAVE MADE
Us ANXIOUS - WHAT ARE THE POLICE DOING,
AND WHAT SHOULD RESIDENTS DO?

In the early morning hours of July 4, two young men, one
armed with a handgun, confronted two women on Hesketh
Street and stole property from one of them. On July 18

at about 6:40 a.m., a lone middle-aged man walked up to

a woman taking a morning walk on Western Avenue in
DC, displayed a gun that was in his waistband, and took
the woman’s purse. Detectives have determined that these
events are not related. These crimes are (thankfully) rare and

unusual here, and they have us understandably concerned.

County Police detectives are investigating the Hesketh

Street robbery, and DC Police are following up on that
crime. Village Police are in regular contact with the assigned
detectives, and we are hopeful that they can solve these
crimes and make an arrest. If they are successful, we will
announce the news right away. County and DC police are
talking to each other and sharing information to make sure
they improve the chances of identifying and charging the

suspects.

Below are some security tips that will improve your safety
and help the police prevent and respond to criminal activity

in the Village:

* Install security cameras outside your home. They will
give you peace of mind, and they are invaluable in police

investigations.

*  Be vigilant, and call Village Police and report any person
or vehicle in the area that arouses your suspicions.

Village officers will respond promptly and investigate.

*  Call 9-1-1 immediately if you see a crime in progress and

*  Walk in pairs or groups whenever practical. This doesn’t

Food-waste recycling--otherwise known as “composting”--is a great way to reduce your carbon footprint and greenhouse emissions while
returning nutrients to our soil and food system. The Village has partnered with The Compost Crew to provide low-cost household col-
lection of food-waste.

The Compost Crew provides each household with an airtight bin and compostable bags. Residents separate organic waste and leave the
bin by their trash/recycling for collection on the designated day for weekly pick-up. The collected waste is processed at a composting
facility in Maryland. After six months of service, households can request that a portion of their contributed waste be returned in the
form of rich, finished nutrient-rich soil.
